Watergate Fi gures 
Seeki ng Reversal 
Of Co nv ictio n 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The lawy er 
for former White House chief of staff 
H. R. Haldeman told the U.S. Court of 
Appeals today that “we did n ot g et a 
fair trial" in the Waterg ate cov er-up 
case. 
Haldeman ’s lawy er, John J. Wilson , 
said pretrial publicity made a fair trial 
impossible for Haldeman an d three 
others con v icted last New Year’s Day 
an d sen ten ced to term s up to eig ht 
y ears. 
Wilson led off arg umen ts before six 
Appeals Court judg es. The lawy ers for 
the other men , John D. Ehrlichman , 
John N. Mitchell an d Robert C. Mar- 
dian , addressed themselv es to other 
claimed errors in the trial in arg uin g to 
hav e the con v iction s ov erturn ed. But 
Wilson said each on e was speakin g for 
them all. 
Wilson con cen trated on the publicity 
that preceded the case, in cludin g the 
Sen ate Waterg ate hearin g s, the House 
Judiciary impeachmen t proceedin g s 
ag ain st former Presiden t Richard M. 
Nix on an d Nix on ’s resig n ation . 
‘‘The assuran ces of a juror as to an 
open min d may n ot be reliable where 
th ere is a 
delug e 
of publicity 
saturatin g the commun ity ,” Wilson 
said. 
He claimed that U.S. District Judg e 
John J. Sirica was n ot thoroug h en oug h 
an d did n ot allow sufficien t time for 
careful scrutin y of poten tial jurors. 
Non e of the four defen dan ts was in 
the courtroom. But man y of the 
lawy ers in v olv ed in the case, both for 
the prosecution an d the defen se, were 
reun ited for the first time in man y 
mon ths. 


The appeals were heard in the hug e 
ceremon ial chamber of the federal 
courthouse — the same courtroom 
where 15 mon ths ag o the jury in the 
cov er-up trial was bein g picked. 
It was Wilson ’s arg umen t that the 
jury selection process was faulty ; that 
the trial was so replete with errors that 
the con v iction s should be ov erturn ed. 
All four defen dan ts were con v icted 
of con spirin g 
to cov er 
up 
the 
Waterg ate scan dal. All ex cept Mar- 
dian also were con v icted of obstructin g 
justice an d multiple coun ts of perjury . 
All four are appealin g . 
Special 
W aterg ate 
Prosecutor 
Charles Ruff, workin g with a depleted 
staff, en g ag ed a former m ember of the 
staff, Peter M. Krein dler, to arg ue for 
the g ov ern men t before the appeals 
court. Krein dler, 30, a 1971 cum laude 
g raduate of Harv ard Law School, has 
n ev er before made a m ajor arg umen t 
before the appeals court. 
Six judg es of the n in e-man U.S. 
Court of Appeals ag reed to hear the 
arg um en ts; 
the others 
ex cused 
themselv es without g iv in g a reason . 
Haldeman an d Ehrlichman , who 
were Nix on ’s No. 1 an d No. 2 White 
House aides, an d Mitchell, the former 
attorn ey g en eral, were sen ten ced to 
2 ^ to 8 y ears in prison . Mardian , 
con v icted of on ly the sin g le con spiracy 
coun t, was sen ten ced to a term of 10 
mon ths to 3 y ears. All hav e been free 
pen din g the outcome of the appeals. 
More than 1,000 pag es of leg al briefs 
preceded toda y ’s arg um en ts. The 
defen dan ts’ lawy ers were g iv en 30 
min utes each; the g ov ern men t was to 
hav e two hours.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Prelimin ary 
fig ures show Ron ald Reag an has 
raised more mon ey than Presiden t 
Ford in their campaig n s for the 
Republican presiden tial n omin ation . 


Reag an also seems to be raisin g 
priv ate don ation s faster than Ford an d 
qualify in g for more federal campaig n 
subsidies than the Presiden t. 
A spokesman for the Ford campaig n 
said the fin an cial g ap is probably 
tem porary 
an d 
of 
question able 
sig n ifican ce. 
“ If y ou’re a moderate it’s a little 
harder to raise mon ey ,” he said. 
On the other han d, a Reag an cam­ 
paig n er said the fig ures show broad- 
based 
support 
for 
the 
form er 
Californ ia g ov ern or. 
Official fin an ce reports aren ’t due 
for weeks. But campaig n spokesmen 
said in respon se to question s Mon day 
that Reag an raised about $2 million in 
public don ation s durin g 1975 an d Ford 
raised $1.7 million . 
On that basis, it appeared that 
Reag an raised mon ey at the rate of 
more than $500,000 per mon th durin g 
the last quarter of 1975, compared with 
$327,000 per mon th for Ford. A Reag an 
spokesman said the pace was con ­ 
tin uin g in to 1976. 
Reag an campaig n lawy er Loren 
Smith said more than 50,000 person s 
hav e g iv en mon ey to the Reag an 
campaig n . 
“ It isn ’t just the mon ey that makes 
us happy . It shows there is support out 
there,” Smith said.

workers on their way home from work. 
Security officials said they con ­ 
sidered the South Armag h Republican 
Action Force a “ flag of con v en ien ce" 
for the militan t Prov ision al win g of the 
Irish Republican Army . 
A man claimin g to represen t the 
shadowy 
g uerrilla 
org an ization 
telephon ed a Belfast n ewspaper an d 
g av e a code word kn own to police. 
“ We wish to claim full respon sibility 
for the shootin g last n ig ht,” the caller 
said. “ It was in retaliation for the 
killin g Sun day n ig ht of the Reav ey 
brothers at W hitecross an d the 
O’Dowd family at Bally dug an .” 
Police said the two pairs of brothers 
an d an O’Dowd un de, all Catholics, 
were murdered by g un men believ ed to 
be Protestan t ex tremists who burst 
in to the Reav ey an d O’Dowd homes 
an d open ed fire.

Haldeman’s lawyer, John J. Wilson, 
said pretrial publicity made a fair trial 
impossible for Haldeman and three 
others convicted last New Year’s Day 
and sentenced to terms up to eight 
years. 
Wilson led off arguments before six 
Appeals Court judges. The lawyers for 
the other men, John D. Ehrlichman, 
John N. Mitchell and Robert C. Mar- 
dian, addressed themselves to other 
claimed errors in the trial in arguing to 
have the convictions overturned. But 
Wilson said each one was speaking for 
them all. 
Wilson concentrated on the publicity 
that preceded the case, including the 
Senate Watergate hearings, the House 
Judiciary impeachment proceedings 
against former President Richard M. 
Nixon and Nixon’s resignation. 
“The assurances of a juror as to an 
open mind may not be reliable where 
there is a deluge of publicity 
saturating the community,’’ Wilson 
said. 
He claimed that U.S. District Judge 
John J. Silica was not thorough enough 
and did not allow sufficient time for 
careful scrutiny of potential jurors. 
None of the four defendants was in 
the courtroom. But many of the 
lawyers involved in the case, both for 
the prosecution and the defense, were 
reunited for the first time in many 
months. 


The appeals were heard in the huge 
ceremonial chamber of the federal 
courthouse — the same courtroom 
where 15 months ago the jury in the 
cover-up trial was being picked. 
It was Wilson’s argument that the 
jury selection process was faulty; that 
the trial was so replete with errors that 
the convictions should be overturned. 
All four defendants were convicted 
of conspiring to cover up the 
Watergate scandal. All except Mar- 
dian also were convicted of obstructing 
justice and multiple counts of perjury. 
All four are appealing. 
Special 
W atergate 
P rosecutor 
Charles Ruff, working with a depleted 
staff, engaged a former member of the 
staff, Peter M. Kreindler, to argue for 
the government before the appeals 
court. Kreindler, 30, a 1971 cum laude 
graduate of Harvard l.aw School, has 
never before made a major argument 
before the appeals court. 
Six judges of the nine-man U.S. 
Court of Appeals agreed to hear the 
arg u m en ts; 
the others 
excused 
themselves without giving a reason. 
Haldeman and Ehrlichman, who 
were Nixon’s No. I and No. 2 White 
House aides, and Mitchell, the former 
attorney general, were sentenced to 
2*4 to 8 years in prison. Mardian, 
convicted of only the single conspiracy 
count, was sentenced to a term of IO 
months to 3 years. All have been free 
pending the outcome of the appeals. 
More than 1,000 pages of legal briefs 
preceded to d ay ’s argum ents. The 
defendants’ lawyers were given 30 
minutes each; the government was to 
have two hours.

“ If you’re a moderate it's a little 
harder to raise money," he said.

Concorde from landings in the United 
States could bring unspecified reper­ 
cussions to the United States.

In Latest Irish Violence 


BELFAST, Northern Ireland IAP) 
— A group called the South Armagh 
Republican Action Force has claimed 
responsibility for the massacre early 
Monday night of IO Protestant textile 
workers on their way home from work. 
Security officials said they con­ 
sidered the South Armagh Republican 
Action Force a "flag of convenience" 
for the militant Provisional wing of the 
Irish Republican Army. 
A man claiming to represent the 
shadowy 
guerrilla 
organization 
telephoned a Belfast newspaper and 
gave a code word known to police. 
“We wish to claim full responsibility 
for the shooting last night," the caller 
said. “ It was rn retaliation for the 
killing Sunday night of the Reavey 
brothers at W hitecross and the 
O’Dowd family at Ballydugan.” 
Police said the two pairs of brothers 
and an O'Dowd uncle, all Catholics, 
were murdered by gunmen believed to 
be Protestant extremists who burst 
into the Reavey and O’Dowd homes 
and opened fire.

The police also blamed the IRA for 
another ambush Monday night in 
which a police officer was killed and 
two others were 
wounded near 
Castledawson, 40 miles west of Belfast. 


The killings raised the confirmed 
death toll in Northern Irelan d ’s 
Protestant-Catholic war to 1,413 since

took part in the Whitecross ambush.

Phonogram Co., was kidnaped Dec. 31 
from his company's offices in the 
center of Pans, but the police kept the 
story under wraps for five days 
They said the kidnapers, who were 
between 25 and JO years (Ad, had talked 
several times by telephone with 
Hasan s wile. Police gave no in­ 
formation about arrangements for 
payment of the money and the release 
of the missing man 
Phonogram is a subsidiary of the 
giant Dutch Phillips company 
The five men apparently got unto the 
Phonogram offices without being 
stopped because they were dressed 
like the young rock stars who frequent 
the place And the man-sixe wicker 
basket in which they earned Hazan off 
looked like the bulky amplifying gear 
rock musicians often carry, 
The five 
‘came into the room 
without warning and at first we 
thought it was some kind of Joke." said 
Claude HautefeuiUe, the firm's 
secretary-general. "But we very 
quickly realised it was serious V 
One of the intruders asked, "Who is 
the chief executive?’* Hazan rose and 
was immediately tied up and placed 
inside the basket The gunmen then 
locked four other board members in 
the room and took a fifth, the com­ 
pany’s financial director, with them 
The basket was taken away on a van. 
The financial director was taken a 
short distance by two of the kidnapers 
in another car, then released with the 
key to the locked boardroom. He called 
the police.

Robert D. McMillen, state traffic 
engineer, said he has heard <mly of “ a 
few minor problems’’ but none that 
would indicate police would like to do 
away with the statute. 
But he said a full scale evaluation 
being conducted by the Def^rtment <rf 
Transportation won’t be finished for 
several months. “ We won’t be able to 
get accident reports until the law has 
been in effect for at least a year,” he 
said. 
McMillen said he has heard of only a 
few accidents, and some cfxnplaints 
about cbivers honking Uieir horns to 
try to get the car ahead to move out of 
their path. 
The state official ccmdemned the 
horn blowing, saying “ they (the 
honkers) don’t have the right to the 
intersection until the other car 
moves.” 
In Akron, City Traffic Engineer 
David Fielder agreed that the law has 
worked “ reasonably well . . . The 
problems I thought might arise just 
havent occurred.” 
However, Fielder mentioned two 
serious accidents, including one that 
claimed the life of a 62-year-old 
woman.

In Akron, City Traffic Engineer 
David Fielder agreed that the law has 
worked “reasonably well . . . The 
problems I thought might arise Just 
havent occurred.” 
However, Fielder mentioned two 
serious accidents, including one that 
claimed the life of a 62-year-old 
woman. In both accidents, drivers 
apparently saw cars ahead make legal 


right turns and thought the light had 
changed to green, proceeding into the 
intersection to be struck broadside. 
Fielder said he was concerned 
originally that the law would be 
hazardous for pedestrians but that it 
apparently hasn't. "We don’t have any 
record of a pedestrian being hit by a 
car turning right on red,” he said. 
In Columbus, Police Sgt. Lawrence 
Mead, spokesman for the chief's of­ 
fice, echoed Fielder’s comments and 
added “it really hasn’t been a problem 
for us.” 
Mead said “some of us were ap­ 
prehensive about it at first, but it 


hasn’t caused any increase in ac­ 
cidents, and it helps move the traffic." 
He said he also was concerned about 
pedestrians at first “but that doesn’t 
seem to be materializing.” 
Under the law, motorists may turn 
right on red after stopping unless a 
sign is posted stating that no turns are 
permitted on red. 
Columbus and other cities have 
virtually completed marking the in­ 
tersections they want restricted 
although Mead said he expects them to 
be changed from time to time based on 
accident statistics, complaints, and 
supporting evidence.

Pickaway County received $77,861.91 
when Gov. James A. Rhodes released 
a fourth installment of 1974 vehicle 
license revenues for distribution 
among Ohio's 88 counties 
“We have received a number of 
pleas for help to meet cash flow 
problems at the county level,” Rhodes 
explained, "so instead of waiting to 
issue the final payment in March 1976, 
we are taking this unprecedented step 
to help County Auditors and Engineers 
meet their financial obligations now.” 
The Governor said that Bureau of 
Motor Vehicles Registrar Curtis 
Andrews is now in the process of 
releasing funds totaling $15.7 million 
with all funds earmarked for local 
street and road maintenance and 
improvement projects Coupled with 
earlier 1975 disbursements of $126.5 
million, this week s allocation will 
bring the total vehicle license taxes 
returned to local taxing districts since 
last June to more than $141.3 million 
“ A fourth advance distribution of 
vehicle tax revenue is not normally 
made," Rhodes said, "but this year’s 
schedule has been upset by the effects 
of House Bill 90 For the first time 
ever, the 1974 vehicle license tag sale 
was extended six weeks past the 
historical conclusion on March 15. 
With sales continuing to April 30, the 
normal closing of the 1067 taxing 
district accounts could not be ac­ 
complished in December ss it has been 
in the past.”

8 million this year — to its proper 
taxing district should be finished 
during the first quarter of 1976.

Sexism In Kindergarten

F or 
generations, 
people 
hav e 
thou ght it ty pical for small boy s to get 
dirty , chase frogs, pu t thu mbtack s on 
chair seats and snitch tu rk ey while 
somebody was say ing the blessing. 
Now we k now, becau se social 
psy chologists say so, that this is a 
sex ist stereoty pe. Stamp it ou t. Small 
children are “conditioned” to behav e 
stereoty pically , they say , and there is 
really no basic difference between the 
sex es ex cept that boy s’ motor mu scles 
dev elop later than girls’ and they can’t 
get pregnant. 
This relativ ely recent theory pu zzles 
some mothers whose dau ghters are 
afraid of frogs and don’t hav e the in­ 
clination to install thu mbtack s in 
tou ch-and-go situ ations: “I nev er told 
my little girl she shou ldn't act lik e her 
brother,” a Mom claims, “ bu t she 
doesn’t. I thou ght it was becau se she 
was gentler. Now I u nderstand she’s to 
be regarded as a sex ist - at the age of 
three.” 
The challenge of the feminists in 
social psy ch is this: 
Treat y ou r 
y ou ngsters alik e, and they will be 
eq u al. Girls hav e ev ery right to be as 
aggressiv e and slov enly as boy s. The 
fact that, ev en in some of y ou r better 
play -pens, tiny girls appear k empt 
while small boy s look as thou gh they ’d 
had a close bru sh with wild boars, has 
nothing to do with it. Giv en eq u al 
treatm ent, the children shou ld come 
ou t eq u al. 
Despite this challenge, 
America 
seems to hav e a distance to go in 
achiev ing the ideal - if it is, indeed, 
ideal - and feminists may be whistling 
in the dark while look ing at the world 
throu gh u nisex glasses. New research 
shows the preju dices regarding sex - 
role differences lie deep and strong 
inside the psy ches not only of adu lts 
and adolescents, bu t of children who 
cannot ev en pronou nce “sex .” 
A Harv ard psy chologist, Marcia 
Gu ttentag, pu t together a research 
team . They dev eloped a six -week 
cu rricu lu m to teach sex u al eq u ality to 
more than 1,000 children of v ariou s 
ages in the Boston school districts. 
Their pu rpose: To find whether in­ 
cipient sex ism cou ld be nipped in the 
bu dding stage. 
The findings are fascinating . . . 
The stu dies inv olv ed three ty pes of 
stereoty pes: work , family and per­ 
sonality . The children were tau ght that 
women cou ld do any job men do, and 
that men can hav e fu n doing jobs 
arou nd the hou se with the families. 
They were tau ght women can be 
assertiv e and competent, while men 
can be sensitiv e and warm. According 
to 
“ Psy chology 
T oday ,” 
which 
researched the research, the teachers 
q u ick ly discov ered that most children 
were “seasoned sex ists,” ev en at the 
age of fiv e. 
A m ajority of k indergartners in the 
program were conv inced “that boy s 
are strong and fine and can do all sorts 
of interesting jobs, bu t that girls are 
weak and silly and best k ept at home.” 
It 
did n’t 
m a tte r 
w hether 
the 
y ou ngsters were rich or poor, or 
whether their mothers had careers or 
not. They all felt mu ch the same. 
Efforts to change these anti-feminist 
opinions in y ou ng minds did not work 
as well as the teachers hoped. “ To 
their su rprise, fifth-grade boy s with 


work ing mothers - and ninth-grade 
boy s with work ing anbd nonwork ing 
m others - becam e notably m ore 
stereoty ped in their v iews of women, 
and more rigid abou t ‘woman’s place' 
after the six -week program than they 
had been at the beginning.” (Showing, 
perhaps, that boy s don’t lik e to be told 
what to think ?) It m attered little 
whether their mothers work ed as 
waitresses or as doctors, the boy s of 
employ ed moms went along with peer- 
grou p think ing ra the r than the 
ex ample at home - seeing women as 
professionally less capable than men. 
One 16-y ear-old, for ex ample, was 
giv en a pictu re of a female mechanic 
work ing on a car, and told to create a 
story abou t it. ” . . . She fix es the car 
good and she’s been ask ing for a raise 
for a long tim e,” he wrote. 
“Since she did a good job he is going 
to giv e her a big raise. She thou ght that 
was great. When he gav e her an ex tra 
bonu s, she got to go home and cook a 
meal becau se her father was at work 
where he was a chef in a pizza place.” 
Then the 10-y ear-old’s ambiv alence 
took ov er: "Bu t when she went home, 
the boss fou nd a mistak e. There was a 
hole in a gasoline part and it cost him a 
whole lot of money . . . when he shu t 


the tru nk the whole car fell apart. And 
then he got ferociou s and called her u p 
and said, ‘You are fired.’ The end.” 
The Gu ttentag Research did find 
some beneficial resu lts - among the 
older girls. While the boy s were 
look ing into traditional opinions abou t 
male-female relationships, the ninth- 
grade girls latched onto feminism with 
enthu siasm . 
H earing 
what 
they 
wanted to hear - that they were ev ery 
bit as capable as the other sex - the 
older girls flou rished with ideas and 
ambitions. Thu s, ev en in the first stage 
of high school, the gap between the 
sex es widened on the m atter of 
feminism . . . 
One conclu sion of the stu dy seems to 
be that children are open to new 
concepts bu t, as one observ er pu t it, 
“ It’s tou gh to persu ade boy s (par­ 
ticu larly ) to giv e u p the comforts of 
hav ing 
Mom 
at 
home 
to 
gain 
something so abstract as a flex ible 
personality .” 
Another conclu sion, which may or 
may not be drawn depending on one’s 
v iews 
on 
sex ism, 
is 
that 
male 
resistance to the sex u al 
eq u ality 
mov ement may be deeper - and begin 
y ou nger - than the social psy chologists 
ev er imagined.

Unique Position 


LAUSANNE, Switzerland (AP) - 
When the six -ton bronze bell finished 
tolling midnight, Willy Annen stepped 
ou t of his wooden cu bicle in the wind­ 
swept belfry of Lau sanne’s ancient 
cathedral. 
“C’est le gu et — this is the wat­ 
chm an,” he shou ted into the wintry 
dark ness. “ It stru ck twelv e.” Below, a 
handfu l of people, headed home from a 
bottle of wine in an old town bistro, 
stopped to listen. 
Calling the hou rs from 10 p.m. to 6 
a.m. from the gothic tower is the same 
ev ery night for Annen, whose job may 
be u niq u e in Eu rope today . It has been 
the sam e for scores of his predecessors 
performing the lofty fu nction for at 
least six centu ries. 
Annen’s “home” is a tiny , wood- 
panelled cell 158 steps u p from street 
lev el right between die two hu ge bells 
and below fiv e others. 
“ I am liv ing amid 25 tons of bells bu t 
I m anage to sleep well,” the bu rley 54- 
y ear-old bachelor say s. 
There is a bed, a bench, a radio, a 
telephone and an alarm clock . There 
are a few pictu re postcards tack ed to 
the wall and a calendar adv ertising the 
brewery 
for which 
he 
work s at 
day time as a tru ck driv er. The alarm 
wak es him u p fiv e minu tes before the 
hou r. 
When he calls a particu lar hou r, 
Annen resets the alarm for an hou r 
later. He claims he immediately falls 
fast asleep again for 50 minu tes. “It 
tak es me a max imu m of three minu tes 
to doze off,” he ex plains. “ I hav e fou nd 
my own rhy thm of sleeping and I don’t 
mind." 
No one calls the hou rs du ring the day 
u ntil Annen comes to work at 10 p.m. 
A pu rist, Annen sends his deep-

throated bass v oice throu gh cone- 
shaped hands rather than throu gh the 
metal megaphone u sed by prev iou s 
watchmen. Depending on wind con­ 
ditions, he can be heard u p to almost a 
mile away . 
Only once, last su mm er, was he 
forced to sk ip a night after a rainstorm 
of near hu rricane force flooded his 
cu bicle. Bu t as soon as the roof leak 
was repaired he was back , joined by a 
cou ple of friends to celebrate the ev ent 
with a few glasses of wine. 
Annen took ov er as watchman 15 
y ears ago, drawing the eq u iv alent of 
$4.50 a night. At one tim e, an economy 
minded city official proposed dropping 
the post as the watchman’s principal 
task — spotting fires — had long ago 
been ou tmoded. 
This stirred a su ccessfu l protest 
from tradition-minded residents. City 
hall y ielded and ev en named Annen a 
m u nicipal 
em ploy e 
with 
fringe 
benefits and pension rights. He now 
draws the eq u iv alent of $37 0 a y ear 
from the city in addition to his pay for 
his day time work . 
Annen say s he has nev er felt bored in 
his cell. Once he tu rned down an offer 
to install a TV set. “There is no 
shortage of ex citing sights here,” he 
said. If the weather is clear, he has a 
panaram ic v iew of l>ak e Genev a and 
the towering Sav oy Alps u p to abou t 65 
miles away .

controv ersy in the commu nity ,” a 
statem ent from hts office said. 
A fiv e-m an u niform com m ittee 
recommended remov ing the patches 
becau se they “ were hard to k eep on 
u niforms and 
were hard to line 
u p...and d etracted from the ap­ 
pearance of the u niform.” 
Bu rden said the committee based its 
recom m endation “ u pon research 
which indicated that wearing of the 
flag in this fashion was nev er in­ 
tended.” There also are no av ailable 
gu idelines abou t how a flag shou ld be 
worn, he said 
“ It was their opinion, and 1 agree,” 
said Bu rden, “that in the absence of 
proper gu idelines, greater respect is 
shown by not wearing the nag.” 
He said, howev er, “there is con­ 
siderable opinion to the contrary , both 
within the div ision of police and within 
the ooti.mu niU.”

I am plagu ed by bu rsitis. When I 
hav e it I am in misery . When I get well 
I am so delighted that I try to forget 
abou t it and do nothing abou t it. 
The attack s come ou t of the clear 
blu e sk y . I wonder how they can be 
av oided. 
Mr.T. J.,Ind. 
Dear Mr. J.: 
You fall into the same trap that 
many patients do. When an illness ends 
many people are so happy that they 
want to obliterate it 
from 
their 
memory . They fail to inv estigate the 
basic cau se and conseq u ently , hav e 
recu rrences of their illness. 
Bu rsitis is an inflammation of a 
bu rsa, or small sac. This is fou nd in 
many of the joints of the body . The 
bu rsa is filled with a lu bricating flu id 
that helps the normal motion and 
rotation of the bones of the body . 
When a bu rsa becomes inflamed, 
irritated or inju red, it begins to swell, 
and thu s limits the motion of the joint 
as a protectiv e mechanism. 
Many people hav e chronic bu rsitis 
and can tolerate a moderate amou nt of 
discomfort. Bu t often this is activ ated 
and becomes painfu l. 
The bu rsa in the shou lder is the most 
common site. The k nee and the elbow 
are also freq u ently affected by bu r­ 
sitis. 
Calciu m may dev lelop within the 
bu rsa and affect the motion of the 
joint. Some people with a gou ty ten­ 


dency may dev elop u ric acid stones 
within the bu rsa that produ ce pain. 
It is now possible to inject special 
dy es within the bu rsa in order to 
establish a definite diagnosis. 


Calciu m and u ric acid stu dies of the 
blood may lead to one of the reasons 
for y ou r repeated attack s of bu rsitis. 
Unsu spected inju ries while at work , 
too strenou s ex ercise, lifting heav y 
weights, ex posu re to drafts and in­ 
fection elsewhere in the body may be 
precipitating factors in these repeated 
attack s. 


My dau ghter wears contact lenses. 
Now she wants to hav e different color 
lenses for different occasions. We 
think this cou ld be harmfu l. How do 
y ou feel abou t this?

Dear Mrs. M.: 
I dou bt that this ty pe of ov erin­ 
du lgence can be as harmfu l to her ey es 
as it wou ld be to y ou r pock etbook . 


Contact lenses are an ex cellent 
su bstitu te for ey eglasses. And they are 
v alu able for people who hav e had 
certain ty pes of su rgery . The ad­ 
v antages of these lenses in sports, too, 
is enormou s. 
I do not believ e that changes of 
lenses merely to change the color of 
the ey es is a sensible u tilization of the 
basic reason for the creation of these 
lenses.

leaders of the Ohio State Medical 
Association (OSMA) said that the state 
legislation has failed to attract in­ 
su rance companies back into m alprac­ 
tice u nderwriting and phy sicians are 
continu ing to complain abou t ex ­ 
pensiv e premiu ms. 
Dr. Robert J. White, president of the 
Ohio State Neu rological Society , said 
society members were “v ery , v ery 
concerned that insu rance costs con­ 
tinu e to escalate. 
“ We might see here what is going on 
in 
C alifornia 
and 
New 
Y ork ,” 
Dr.White said. 
“ Ohio m edicine su pported the 
concept of the new law, bu t before that 
we said u nless heav ily amended it 
wou ld not prov ide a way to lev el off or 
redu ce 
cost 
of 
insu rance 
to 
neu rosu rgeons.” 
Dr.Robert 
N. 
Smith 
of Toledo, 
former president of the OSMA, said in 
answer to a q u ery that “high risk 
phy sicians are going to get 15 to 20 per 
cent premiu m increases in 197 6 ov er 
and abov e what happened to them last 
y ear.” 
Dr.Smith said his own grou p was 
sk eptical of joining the state plan 
becau se of u ncertainty ov er v ariou s 
aspects of the plan.

Sexism In Kindergarten 


By PHYLIS BATTELLE 
For generations, people have 
thought it typical for small boys to get 
dirty, chase frogs, put thumbtacks on 
chair seats and snitch turkey while 
somebody was saying the blessing. 
Now we know, because social 
psychologists say so, that this is a 
sexist stereotype. Stamp it out. Small 
children are ‘‘conditioned” to behave 
stereotypically, they say, and there is 
really no basic difference between the 
sexes except that boys’ motor muscles 
develop later than girls' and they can't 
get pregnant 
This relatively recent theory puzzles 
some mothers whose daughters are 
afraid of frogs and don't have the in­ 
clination to install thumbtacks in 
touch-and-go situations: “I never told 
my little girl she shouldn't act like her 
brother,” a Mom claims, “but she 
doesn’t. I thought it was because she 
was gentler. Now I understand she's to 
be regarded as a sexist • at the age of 
three ” 
The challenge of the feminists in 
social psych is this: Treat your 
youngsters alike, and they will be 
equal. Girls have every right to be as 
aggressive and slovenly as boys. The 
fact that, even in some of your better 
play-pens. tiny girls appear kempt 
while small boys look as though they’d 
had a close brush with wild boars, has 
nothing to do with it. Given equal 
treatment, the children should come 
out equal. 
Despite this challenge. America 
seems to have a distance to go in 
achieving the ideal - if it is, indeed, 
ideal - and feminists may be whistling 
in the dark while looking at the world 
through unisex glasses. New research 
shows the prejudices regarding sex- 
role differences lie deep and strong 
inside the psyches not only of adults 
and adolescents, but of children who 
cannot even pronounce “sex.” 
A Harvard psychologist, Marcia 
Guttentag. put together a research 
team. They developed a six-week 
curriculum to teach sexual equality to 
more than 1,000 children of various 
ages in the Boston school districts. 
Their purpose To find whether in­ 
cipient sexism could be nipped in the 
budding stage 
The findings are fascinating . . . 
The studies involved three types of 
stereotypes 
work, family and per­ 
sonality. The children were taught that 
women could do any Job men do, and 
that men can have fun doing Jobs 
around the house with the families. 
They were taught women can be 
assertive and competent, while men 
can be sensitive and warm. According 
to “ Psychology 
Today,” which 
researched the research, the teachers 
quickly discovered that most children 
were ' seasoned sexists,” even at the 
age of five. 
A majority of kindergartners in the 
program were convinced “that boys 
are strong and fine and can do all sorts 
of interesting Jobs, but that girls are 
weak and silly and best kept at home.” 
It 
didn't 
m atter 
whether 
the 
youngsters were rich or poor, or 
whether their mothers had careers or 
not. They all felt much the same. 
Efforts to change these anti-feminist 
opinions in young minds did not work 
as well as the teachers hoped. "To 
their surprise, fifth-grade boys with 


working mothers - and ninth-grade 
boys with working anbd nonworking 
mothers - became notably more 
stereotyped in their views of women, 
and more rigid about ‘woman's place' 
after the six-week program than they 
had been at the beginning." (Showing, 
perhaps, that boys don’t like to be told 
what to think?) It mattered little 
whether their mothers worked as 
waitresses or as doctors, the boys of 
employed moms went along with peer 
group thinking rather than the 
example at home - seeing women as 
professionally less capable than men. 
One 10-year-old, for example, was 
given a picture of a female mechanic 
working on a car, and told to create a 
story about it. ” . . . She fixes the car 
good and she’s been asking for a raise 
for a long time,” he wrote. 
‘‘Since she did a good Job he is going 
to give her a big raise. She thought that 
was great. When he gave her an extra 
bonus, she got to go home and cook a 
meal because her father was at work 
where he was a chef in a pizza place." 
Then the 10-year-old's ambivalence 
took over: "But when she went home, 
the boss found a mistake. There was a 
hole in a gasoline part and it cost him a 
whole lot of money . . . when he shut 


the trunk the whole car fell apart. And 
then he got ferocious and called her up 
and said, ‘You are fired.’ The end." 
The Guttentag Research did find 
some beneficial results - among the 
older girls. While the boys were 
looking into traditional opinions about 
male-female relationships, the ninth- 
grade girls latched onto feminism with 
enthusiasm. Hearing what they 
wanted to hear - that they were every 
bit as capable as the other sex - the 
older girls flourished with ideas and 
ambitions. Thus, even in the first stage 
of high school, the gap between the 
sexes widened on the matter of 
feminism . .. 
One conclusion of the study seems to 
be that children are open to new 
concepts but, as one observer put it, 
"It’s tough to persuade boys (par­ 
ticularly) to give up the comforts of 
having 
Mom 
at 
home 
to 
gain 
something so abstract as a flexible 
personality." 
Another conclusion, which may or 
may not be drawn depending cm one’s 
views on sexism, 
is that male 
resistance to the sexual equality 
movement may be deeper - and begin 
younger • than the social psychologists 
ever imagined. 
W atchman Has 
Unique Position 


SUSANNE, Switzerland (AP) — 
When the six-ton bronze bell finished 
tolling midnight, Willy Annen stepped 
out of his wooden cubicle in the wind­ 
swept belfry of Iausanne's ancient 
cathedral. 
"Cest Ie guet — this is the wat­ 
chman.” he shouted into the wintry 
darkness. "It struck twelve." Below, a 
handful of people, headed home from a 
bottle of wine in an old town bistro, 
stopped to listen. 
Calling the hours from IO p.m. to 6 
a.m. from the gothic tower is the same 
every night for Annen, whose Job may 
be unique in Europe today. It has been 
the same for scores of his predecessors 
performing the lofty function for at 
least six centuries. 
Annen's "home” is a tiny, wood- 
panelled cell 158 steps up from street 
level right between the two huge bells 
and below live others. 
"I am living amid 25 tons of bells but 
I manage to sleep well,” the burley 54- 
year-old bachelor says. 
There is a bed, a bench, a radio, a 
telephone and an alarm clock. There 
are a few picture postcards tacked to 
the wall and a calendar advertising the 
brewery for which he works at 
daytime as a truck driver. The alarm 
wakes him up five minutes before the 
hour 
When he calls a particular hour, 
Annen resets the alarm for an hour 
later. He claims he immediately falls 
fast asleep again for 50 minutes. "It 
takes me a maximum of three minutes 
to doze off," he explains. "I have found 
my own rhythm of sleeping and I don't 
mind.” 
No one calls the hours during the day 
until Annen comes to work at IO p.m. 
A purist, Annen sends his deep-

throated bass voice through cone- 
shaped hands rather than through the 
metal megaphone used by previous 
watchmen. Depending on wind con­ 
ditions, he can be heard up to almost a 
mile away. 
Only once, last summer, was he 
forced to skip a night after a rainstorm 
of near hurricane force flooded his 
cubicle. But as soon as the roof leak 
was repaired he was back, Joined by a 
couple of friends to celebrate the event 
with a few glasses of wine. 
Annen took over as watchman 15 
years ago. drawing the equivalent of 
$4.50 a night. At one time, an economy 
minded city official proposed dropping 
the post as the watchman's principal 
task — spotting fires — had long ago 
been outmoded. 
This stirred a successful protest 
from tradition-mmded residents. City 
hall yielded and even named Annen a 
municipal 
employe with fringe 
benefits and pension rights. He now 
draws the equivalent of $370 a year 
from the city in addition to his pay for 
his daytime work. 
Annen says he has never felt bored in 
his cell. Once he turned down an offer 
to install a TV set. "There is no 
shortage of exciting sights here," he 
said. If the weather is clear, he has a 
panaramic view of Ijike Geneva and 
the towering Savoy Alps up to about 65 
miles away. 
Flag Back 
O n Police 
Uniforms 


COLUMBUS,

- 
Columbus police will wear American 
flags on their uniforms during the 
Bicentennial year — as they have for 
the past five years. Police Chief Earl 
Burden says. 
Burden ordered last week that the 
patches be stripped by Feb. I. But he 
rescinded that command Monday, 
saying, ‘We wish to retain the goodwill 
and support of the citizens of Co­ 
lumbus. It's obvious they wish us lo 
continue wearing the flag." 
The order caused "considerable 
controversy in the community,” a 
statement from his office said. 
A five-man uniform committee 
recommended removing the patches 
because they "were hard to keep on 
uniforms and were hard to line 
up...and detracted from the ap­ 
pearance of the uniform." 
Burden said the committee based its 
recommendation “ upon research 
which indicated that wearing of th* 
flag in this fashion was never in­ 
tended " There also are no available 
guidelines about how a flag should be­ 
worn, he said 
"It was their opinion, and I agree,” 
said Burden, "that in the absence of 
proper guidelines, greater respect is 
shown by not wearing the flag.” 
He said. however, ' there is con­ 
siderable opinion to the contrary, both 
w ithin the division of police and w ithin 
'.he community."

Speaking Of Your Health

I am plagued by bursitis. When I 
have it I am in misery. When I get well 
I am so delighted that I try to forget 
about it and do nothing about it. 
The attacks come out of the clear 
blue sky. I wonder how they can be 
avoided. 
Mr. T. J., Ind. 
Dear Mr. J.: 
You fall into the same trap that 
many patients do. When an illness ends 
many people are so happy that they 
want to obliterate it from their 
memory. They fail to investigate the 
basic cause and consequently, have 
recurrences of their illness. 
Bursitis is an inflammation of a 
bursa, or small sac. This is found in 
many of the joints of the body. The 
bursa is filled with a lubricating fluid 
that helps the normal motion and 
rotation of the bones of the body. 
When a bursa becomes inflamed, 
irritated or injured, it begins to swell, 
and thus limits the motion of the joint 
as a protective mechanism. 
Many people have chronic bursitis 
and can tolerate a moderate amount of 
discomfort. But often this is activated 
and becomes painful. 
The bursa in the shoulder is the most 
common site. The knee and the elbow 
are also frequently affected by bur­ 
sitis. 
Calcium may devlelop within the 
bursa and affect the motion of the 
joint. Some people with a gouty ten­ 


dency may develop uric acid stones 
within the bursa that produce pain. 
It is now possible to inject special 
dyes within the bursa in order to 
establish a definite diagnosis. 


Calcium and uric acid studies of the 
blood may lead to one of the reasons 
for your repeated attacks of bursitis. 
Unsuspected injuries while at work, 
too strenous exercise, lifting heavy 
weights, exposure to drafts and in­ 
fection elsewhere in the body may be 
precipitating factors in these repeated 
attacks. 


My daughter wears contact lenses. 
Now she wants to have different color 
lenses for different occasions. We 
think this could be harmful. How do 
you feel about this? 
Mrs. R. M., Maine 
Dear Mrs. M.: 
I doubt that this type of overin­ 
dulgence can be as harmful to her eyes 
as it would be to your pocketbook. 


Contact lenses are an excellent 
substitute for eyeglasses. And they are 
valuable for people who have had 
certain types of surgery. The ad­ 
vantages of these lenses in sports, too, 
is enormous. 
I do not believe that changes of 
lenses merely to change the color of 
the eyes is a sensible utilization of the 
basic reason for the creation of these 
lenses.

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CLEVEI.AND (AP) - Doctors say 
Ohio’s 
malpractice 
insurance 
premiums are continuing to rise 
despite legislation aimed at keeping 
insurance costs in line. They say the 
result may be that slowdowns such as 
are being reported in California 
hospitals will spread to this state. 
leaders of the Ohio State Medical 
Association (OSMA) said that the state 
legislation has failed to attract in­ 
surance companies back into malprac­ 
tice underwriting and physicians are 
continuing to complain about ex­ 
pensive premiums. 
Dr. Robert J. White, president of the 
Ohio State Neurological Society, said 
society members were “very, very 
concerned that insurance costs con­ 
tinue to escalate. 
“We might see here what is going on 
in California and New York,” 
Dr.White said. 
"Ohio medicine supported the 
concept of the new law, but before that 
we said unless heavily amended it 
would not provide a way to level off or 
reduce 
cost 
of 
insurance 
to 
neurosurgeons.” 
Dr.Robert N. Smith of Toledo, 
former president of the OSMA, said in 
answer to a query that "high risk 
physicians are going to get 15 to 20 per 
cent premium increases in 1976 over 
and above what happened to them last 
year.” 
Dr.Sniith said his own group was 
skeptical of joining the state plan 
because of uncertainty over various 
aspects of the plan. He said doctors are 
not sure how much they will have to 
pay for continued coverage against 
suits if they retire, leave the state to 
practice elsewhere or change to 
coverage by a private insurance com­ 
pany if and when such insurance 
becomes available. 
He said his group was hit with a 
$260,000 hike in malpractice insurance 
premiums in 1975, boosting the total to 
$310,000 
"We have been informed our 
premium will go up between 15 and 20 
per cent,” he said. 
A spokesman for the Cleveland 
Academy of Medicine said few 
members have insured themselves. 
But he said doctors’ complaints have 
tapered off since last summer, when 
insurance companies either dropped 
the malpractice insurance or boosted 
premiums sharply.

private as well as government — say 
that the historic 1910-14 parity formula 
is outmoded and does not reflect ag­ 
ricultural well-being accurately, the 
indicator is fixed in the mids of many 
as an important barometer and is 
likely to remain so. 
The ratio is particularly difficult to 
criticize in view of what has happened 
to farm income the past three years. In 
1973, when the ratio was at a 19-year 
high, net farm income was a record of 
$29.5 billion. The ratio dropped to 81 
per cent in 1974 and farm income fell to 
$27.7 billion. 
I .ast year’s estimated net farm 
income, according to USDA, was 
around $25 billion at a time when the 
parity ratio was 73 per cent. 
Thus, while the declines in net farm 
income and the parity ratio have not 
been strictly proportionate, the trend 
has been clear and it helps defenders 
of the formula argue that it is a valid 
indicator of farm prosperity, at least 
on a short-term basis. 
The parity ratio is published each 
month by the USDA from complex 
methods which relate prices farmers 
receive for products with prices they 
pay for certain goods and services. 
Basically, the full parity price (IOO per 
cent i of a commodity would give 
farmers the same purchasing power 
they had in 1910-14, a base period in 
which prices and costs were supposed 
to be in balance. 
On Dec. 15, for example, the parity 
price of wheat (IOO per cent I was $4.68 
a bushel. But farmers nationally 
received an averabe of $3.41 a bushel, 
meaning that they received 73 per cent 
of parity. Over-all, the Dec. 15 parity 
ratio for all farm products was 74 per 
cent, just one point more than the 
average for all of last year. 
A full parity price for a commodity 
does not guarantee that the farmer 
who produces it will make a profit any 
more than shooting par on a golf 
course insures that a player will win a 
tournament.

Preliminary figures show Ohio had 
slightly more than 577,000 recipients in 
December 1975, compared with 527,000 
the previous December. The ADC rolls 
contained 571,000 in November and 
562,000 in October.

A 27-year-old junior high school 
physical education teacher calls; she 
wants to date a sensitive man.

When they continue their con­ 
versation off the air, it’s up to her to 
decide whether to give him her 
telephone number.

The next “ case” is Bob, a 6-foot-7, 
220-pound student at the University of 
Maryland’s Baltimore County cam­ 
pus. Often grinning, eyes sparkling, 
Morton kids him, easing the tension. 
Bob says tall people are seldom 
appreciated. He wants a tall blonde, 
18-to 19-years-old. “ One that can talk; 
I don’t like plastic people,” he says. 


The second caller is a Hoot-6 
premed student who lives in the dor­ 
mitory next to Bob’s. She says she's 
been admiring him for a semester and 
will even wear a red arm band so he’ll 
recognize her, 
They’re both excited and she sUps, 
giving her phone number on the air. 
They hang up to call each other after 
Bob promises to call back to the station 
later to report on how the meeting 
goes. 
The calls and records alternate as 
the evening rolls on to 10 p.m., when a 
recorded radio drama is presented. 
Tonight many of the callers are tali 
people, their confidence bolstered by 
the first callers. 
On other nights, it may be law 
students, medical students or another 
group that takes center stage, 
Morton, who’s been with the locally- 
owned station for almost five years, 
had been experimenting with what he 
calls “ singles radio” for several 
months when he decided in July to try 
the dating service for one night.

I JOS ANGELES (AP) - She is a 
bright and pretty college freshman 
who got A’s in all her high school 
classes, but never quite learned how to 
communicate in a positive way with 
others. 
He is a shy and withdrawn senior 
who would like to know her better, but 
when he sees her on campus, he 
generally stares down at the sidewalk, 
mumbles “ hi” under his breath and 
quickly walks past. 
These are fairly typical examples of 
nonassertive behavior or shyness. It’s 
a trait that is being examined more 
now partly because of the women’s 
liberation movement, pyschologists 
say. 
“ In the past, women were taught it 
was appropriate for them to be 
nonassertive, but now the world is 
changing, and both men and women 
realize it’s more important to express 
their feelings and to be honest," says 
Dr. John Nicks, chairman of the social 
sciences division at Pepperdine 
CollegeMalibu. 
Because bashful is no longer 
beautiful, many colleges are now of-

fering “ assertiveness workshops” to 
help students overcome shyness and to 
show them how to express directly and 
comfortably what they want. They are 
taught they can be assertive, even 
agressive, without being abrasive. 
“ Children are told they should be 
seen and not heard, and as they grow 
up, it’s sometimes hard for them to 
learn how to interact with others in a 
positive way,” said Dr. W illiam 
Skilbeck, a clinical psychologist at 
UCLA, where assertion training began 
three years ago. “ The women’s 
movement has raised a lot of con­ 
sciousnesses, Both men and women 
are learning that they don’t have only 
one choice, they don’t have to be 
nonassertive to be liked.” 
He says about 60 per cent of the 
students registered in the UCLA 
workshops are women, but most other 
schools say they have an equal number 
of both sexes. In the training, students 
are taught techniques of conversation, 
including how to avoid awkward 
pauses, how to say ‘no’ instead of being 
a doormat, how to deal with criticism, 
how to criticize without offending, how 


to cope with anger and how to relate to 
the opposite sex. At some schools, 
videotapes are used to show shy 
students that their posture, voice 
tones, facial expressions and gestures 
are important in the way they come 
across to others. 
Loyola-Marymount College began 
an assertion training workshop this 
year, “ although we actually began it 
last year as par of our women’s 
group,” Dr. Lyda Girton, assistant di­ 
rector of the school’s counseling 
center, said. “ This is part of a 
changing trend toward preventive 
psychological medicine. In the past, 
many counseling centers were orient­ 
ed toward a medical model. People 
would generally come in only when 
they were really sick or going through 
a crisis. 
“ Now, we’re going toward a more 
developmental growth model, trying to 
teach people skills, like coping skills, 
socialization skills to prevent a crisis. 
It’s easier to reach students with this 
approach. It’s not as threatening 
because the problems are not of a 
crisis nature.” 
Child Abus e In M ilita ry Grows 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The armed 
services are launching major efforts to 
combat child abuse among military 
families. 
Military experts believe some child 
abuse problems in service families 
may stem from stresses peculiar to 
what one called “the mobile military 
lifestyle.” 
An Air Force medical service 
publication 
said 
“ recurrent 
or 
prolonged family separation by duty 
assignment all too often leaves the 
mother with the full responsibility of 
home and children. 
” ... Many younger servicemen and 
their wives are often unable to 
adequately manage their financial 
affairs, thereby provoking additional 
problems for themselves. 
“ Some joined the service because 
they were neglected by society, and 
because of this they may be poorly 


equipped emotionally to be parents." 
The Army and Air Force already 
have inaugurated new programs to 
cope with the child abuse problem, 
while the Navy said it is preparing to 
establish a similar program for itself 
and the Marine Corps. 
Under the Army’s plan, special 
“ child advocacy program officers” 
will be assigned at virtually all bases. 
“ The problem calls for identification 
of child abuse cases, protection of the 
child’s rights and professional help for 
the parents,” the Army circular said. 
All alleged cases of child abuse will 
require examination by a military 
doctor. After an initial exam, an Army 
hospital commander may report the 
incident to law enforcement agencies, 
if necessary. 
In general, the Army said its 
program 
is aimed at developing 
“ emotionally healthy families rather 


than removing the child from the home 
and punishing the parents.” 


Individual and group therapy, 
counseling and change of environment 
are listed as forms of treatment. Army 
officials also are planning telephone 
“ hotlines” manned by trained vol­ 
unteers, 
“ parents 
anonymous” 
programs for group therapy and other 
educational approaches “ to help 
parents cope with the frustrations of 
raising a family.” 


The Air Force program is similar. 
An Air Force regulation provides for 
establishment of child advocacy 
committees directly under base 
commanders. These committees will 
include medical, legal, chaplain, 
security policy and special services 
officers.

YO SEM IT E NATIONAL PARK, 
Calif. (AP) — More than 40,000 people 
are going to be asked for their ideas on 
the future of Yosemite, the nation’s 
second oldest national park. 
They will receive a 33-page booklet 
and four large worksheets, designed to 
collect public opinion on hundreds of 
alternatives for the park’s future — 
from returning the wonderland to its 
natural state to increasing develop­ 
ment for greater tourist use. 
The project is part of a second effort 
to design a master development plan 
for the park. The first ended one year 
ago when the National Park Service 
rejected the original $750,000 proposal 
after conservationists, unhappy with 
concessionaire plans to increase 
facilities, lobbied in Congress against 
it. 
Music Corporation of America, 
which owns Yosemite Park & Curry 
Co., the park concessionaire, had 
planned to upgrade and winterize 150 
sleeping units in Curry Village. 
Conservation groups such as the 
Sierra Club and Friend'; of the Earth 
said the 761,000-acre park’s natural 
surroundings should be left alone and 
said there was a lack of public input on 
the earlier plan. 
The current mailer, which cost 60 
cents each to print, is the Park Ser- 
. vice’s answer to those complaints. 
The mailer features 11 maps, with 
four columns beneath each, describing 
various possibilities for development 
at a particular area. 
For example, the map labeled 
“ Glacier Point Road” offers choices 
from removing all roads to the 
breathtaking cliff and dismantling the 
Badger Pass ski resort to building new 
shelters and a small observatory at the 
point and expanding Badger’s popular 
ski facilities. 
In between, the conscientious reader 
will find a combination of proposals 
which offer an almost unlimited op­ 
portunity to redesign the park to fit his 
own dreams. 
The proposals were culled from 
“ 10,000 individual ideas for park 
planning” collected at 45 public 


workshops around the nation, said Don 
Fox, park landscape architect. 
Those who attended the workshops, 
those with a previouslyexpressed 
interest in the park and people who 
request them will receive the packets. 
The workbooks are now in their third 
printing, with 20,000 mailed, 20,000 
more in the process of being mailed 
and more to come as needed. 
At the end of next summer, the 
results of the current project will be 
presented to the public for a third time 
in the form of environmental assess­ 
ments of the alternatives chosen. 
“ We’ll ask them to review those 
alternatives. At the end of that phase, 
we hope to come up with one plan that 
we will be able to write an en­ 
vironmental impact statement on,” 
Fox said.

BALTIM ORE (A P) - Want a date? 
Try calling Baltimore’s on-the-air 
dating service. 
W FBR radio’s evening announcer, 
“ Commander” Jim Morton, takes 
calls between top-40 and oldie records. 
Callers seeking dates range in age 
from 18 up. Some are young people, 
many are separated or divorced, or 
elderly persons who say they have dif­ 
ficulty meeting people. 
Crank calls are infrequent and — 
unlike many talk shows — callers 
usually stick to the matter at hand. 
Surrounded by banks of cartridge 
tapes, coils and tangles of cables, ami 
a 
control 
desk 
covered 
with 
telephones, instrument panels and 
turntables, Morton takes the first calls 
just after he goes on the air at 7 p.m. 
The affable, bearded Washington, 
D.C., native jokes with a teen-ager 
railed “ Chopper” who just wanted to 
get on the air “to show my friends” 
and a Libra who wants to talk to Tom 
whose girlfriend died. 
Pushing his mop of brown hair out of 
his eyes, he puts off a man who wants 
his "case” to be the first heard. The 


“ Commander” wants a woman’s 
“ case” to be the first. 
A 27-year-old junior high school 
physical education teacher calls; she 
wants to date a sensitive man. A sports 
writer from an afternoon newspaper 
calls and — although she admits she 
doesn’t read the sports section too 
often — they’re interested in each oth­ 
er. 
When they continue their con­ 
versation off the air, it’s up to her to 
decide whether to give him her 
telephone number. 
Morton plays another record and 
resumes screening calls. A few 
regulars are told to call back later. 
Those under 18 are rejected and a 
caller with someone yelling in the 
background is cut off. 
The next “ case” is Bob, a ft-foot-7, 
220-pound student at the University of 
Maryland’s Baltimore County cam­ 
pus. Often grinning, eyes sparkling, 
Morton kids him, easing the tension. 
Bob says tall people are seldom 
appreciated. He wants a tall blonde, 
18-to 19-years-old. “ One that can talk; 
I don’t like plastic people,” he says. 


The second caller is a 5-fool-€ 
premed student who lives in the dor 
mitory next to Bob’s. She says she’s 
been admiring him for a semester and 
will even wear a red arm band so he’ll 
recognize her. 
They’re both excited and she slips, 
giving her phone number on the air. 
They hang up to call each other after 
Bob promises to call back to the station 
later to report on how the meeting 
goes. 
The calls and records alternate as 
the evening rolls on to IO p.m., when a 
recorded radio drama is presented. 
Tonight many of the callers are tall 
people, their confidence bolstered by 
the first callers. 
On other nights, it may be law 
students, medical students or another 
group that takes center stage. 
Morton, who’s been with the locally- 
owned station for almost five years, 
had been experimenting with what he 
calls "singles radio” for several 
months when he decided in July to try 
the dating service for one night. 
The telephones lit up and the calls 
are still coming in.

I jOS ANGELES (A P) - She is a 
bright and pretty college freshman 
who got A’s in all her high school 
classes, but never quite learned how to 
communicate in a positive way with 
others. 
He is a shy and withdrawn senior 
who would like to know her better, but 
when he sees her on campus, he 
generally stares down at the sidewalk, 
mumbles "h i” under his breath and 
quickly walks past 
These are fairly typical examples of 
nonassertive behavior or shyness. It’s 
a trait that is being examined more 
now partly because of the women’s 
liberation movement, pyschologists 
say. 
“ In the past, women were taught it 
was appropriate for them to be 
nonassertive, but now the world is 
changing, and both men and women 
realize it’s more important to express 
their feelings and to be honest," says 
Dr. John Nicks, chairman of the social 
sciences division at Pepperdine 
CollegeMalibu. 
Because bashful is no longer 
beautiful, many colleges are now of­ 


fering "assertiveness workshops” to 
help students overcome shyness and to 
show them how to express directly and 
comfortably what they want. They are 
taught they can be assertive, even 
agre8sive, without being abrasive. 
“ Children are told they should be 
seen and not heard, and as they grow 
up, it’s sometimes hard for them to 
learn how to interact with others in a 
positive w ay,” said Dr. W illiam 
Skilbeck, a clinical psychologist at 
UCLA, where assertion training began 
three years ago. “ The women’s 
movement has raised a lot of con­ 
sciousnesses. Both men and women 
are learning that they don’t have only 
(me choice, they don’t have to be 
nonassertive to be liked.” 
He says about 60 per cent of the 
students registered in the UCLA 
workshops are women, but most other 
schools say they have an equal number 
of both sexes. In the training, students 
are taught techniques of conversation, 
including how to avoid awkward 
pauses, how to say ‘no* instead of being 
a doormat, how to deal with criticism , 
how to criticize without offending, how 


to cope with anger and how to relate to 
the opposite sex. At some schools, 
videotapes are used to show shy 
students that their posture, voice 
tones, facial expressions and gestures 
are important in the way they come 
across to others. 
Loyola-Marymount College began 
an assertion training workshop this 
year, “ although we actually began it 
last year as par of our women’s 
group,” Dr. Lyda Girton, assistant di­ 
rector of the school’s counseling 
center, said. “ This is part of a 
changing trend toward preventive 
psychological medicine. In the past, 
many counseling centers were orient­ 
ed toward a medical model. People 
would generally come in only when 
they were really sick or going through 
a crisis. 
“ Now, we’re going toward a more 
developmental growth model, trying to 
teach people skills, like coping skills, 
socialization skills to prevent a crisis. 
It’s easier to reach students with this 
approach. It’s not as threatening 
because the problems are not of a 
crisis nature ” 
Child Abuse In M ilitary Grow s 


WASHINGTON (A P) - The armed 
services are launching major efforts to 
combat child abuse among m ilitary 
families. 
M ilitary experts believe some child 
abuse problems in service families 
may stem from stresses peculiar to 
what one called "the mobile m ilitary 
lifestyle.” 
An Air Force m edical service 
publication 
said 
“ recurrent 
or 
prolonged family separation by duty 
assignment all too often leaves the 
mother with the full responsibility of 
home and children. 
” ... Many younger servicemen and 
their wives are often unable to 
adequately manage their financial 
affairs, thereby provoking additional 
problems for themselves. 
"Some joined the service because 
they were neglected by society, and 
because of this they may be poorly 


equipped emotionally to be parents. ” 
The Army and Air Force already 
have inaugurated new programs to 
cope with the child abuse problem, 
while the Navy said it is preparing to 
establish a sim ilar program for itself 
and the Marine Corp*. 
Under the Army’s plan. q>ecial 
“ child advocacy program officers” 
will be assigned at virtually all bases. 
“ The problem calls for identification 
of child abuse cases, protection of the 
child’s rights and professional help for 
the parents," the Army circular said. 
All alleged cases of child abuse will 
require examination by a m ilitary 
doctor. After an initial exam, an Army 
hospital commander may report the 
incident to law enforcement agencies. 
if necessary. 
In general, the Army said its 
program is aimed at developing 
“ emotionally healthy families rather 


than removing the child from the home 
and punishing the parents.” 


Individual and group therapy, 
counseling and change of environment 
are listed as forms of treatment. Army 
officials also are planning telephone 
“ hotlines” manned by trained vol­ 
unteers, 
“ parents 
anonymous” 
programs for group therapy and other 
educational approaches “ to help 
parents cope with the frustrations of 
raising a fam ily.” 


The Air Force program is sim ilar. 
An Air Force regulation provides for 
establishment of child advocacy 
committees directly under base 
commanders. These committees will 
include m edical, legal, chaplain, 
security policy and special services 
officers. 
Details of the Navy-Marine program 
still are being developed.

YO SEM IT E NATIONAL PA RK, 
Calif. (A P) — More than 40,000 people 
are going to be asked for their ideas on 
the future of Yosemite, the nation’s 
second oldest national park. 
They will receive a 33-page booklet 
and four large worksheets, designed to 
collect public opinion on hundreds of 
alternatives for the park's future — 
from returning the wonderland to its 
natural state to increasing develop­ 
ment for greater tourist use 
The project is part of a second effort 
to design a master development plan 
for the park. The first ended one year 
ago when the National Park Service 
rejected the original $750,000 proposal 
after conservationists, unhappy with 
concessionaire plans to increase 
facilities, lobbied in Congress against 
it. 
Music Corporation of Am erica, 
which owns Yosemite Park & Curry 
Co., the park concessionaire, had 
planned to upgrade and winterize 150 
sleeping units in Curry Village 
Conservation groups such as the 
Sierra (Tub and Friend" of the Earth 
said the 711,000-acre park's natural 
surroundings should be left alone and 
said there was a lack of public input on 
the earlier plan 
The current m ailer, which cost 60 
cents each to print, is the Park Ser­ 
vice’s answer to those complaints 
The mailer features ll maps, with 
four columns beneath each, describing 
various possibilities for development 
at a particular area. 
For example, the map labeled 
"Glacier Point Road” offers choices 
from removing all roads to the 
breathtaking cliff and dismantling the 
Badger Pass ski resort to building new 
shelters and a small observ atory at the 
point and expanding Badger's popular 
ski facilities 
In between, the conscientious reader 
will find a combination of proposals 
which offer an almost unlimited op­ 
portunity to redesign the park to fit his 
own dreams. 
The proposals were culled from 
"10.000 individual ideas for park 
planning” collected at 45 public 


workshops around the nation, said Don 
Fox, park landscape architect. 
Those who attended the workshops, 
those with a previouslyexpressed 
interest in the park and people who 
request them will receive the packets. 
The workbooks are now in their third 
printing, with 20,000 mailed, 20,000 
more in the process of being mailed 
and more to come as needed. 
At the end of next summer, the 
results of the current project w ill be 
presented to the public for a third time 
in the form of environmental assess­ 
ments of the alternatives chosen 
"W e’ll ask them to review those 
alternatives.
